A 
man  wUl  go  to  no  end  of  trouble  to 
fix  a leaky  tap  for  a friend  while  hi* 
own  faucet  drips,  drip*,  drip*.

■ SWING  TOO  FAR 

It  U the  slackening  of  effort  In  paid 
work  that  Is  a serious  and  short- 
sighted feature  of  the  postwar  world 
everywhere. 

Man  should  be  something  better 
than  the  beast  oh  burden  or  slave  of 
back-btndlng  toll  Uiat  he  too  often 
was  fifty  or  sixty  yean  ago  It  Is 
fitting  that  greater  leisure  should  com* 
from  shorur  working  hoursr  that  on 
the  whole  men  should  be  better  paid 
than  their  grandfathers,  that  life 
should  offer  them  opportunity  for 
extra-vocational  Interest  and  develop- 
ment. 

But  the  pendulum  *fcms  to  have 
swung  too  far  the  other  way.  Now, 
too  often,  there  U a deliberate  refusal 
to  do  more  than  the  minimum  required 
to  keep  up  appearances. 

Watching  that  community  building 
take  form  In  record  time  made  It 
obvious  that  many  a Job  wmildn't'Cost 
nearly  what  It  docs  If  all  artisans 
pitched  In  with  a will  during  their 
normal  working  hours. 

Which  would  mean  there  might  he 
many  more  jobs  seeking  their  labor. 

You  would  think  this  would  be  a 
deduction  so  plain  as  to  be  enticing, 
but  there's  a fallacious  theory  current 
that  the  road  to  proeperity  is  best 
reached  by  doing  as  lUtle  work  as 
possible  for  a much  money  as  possible 
FOOLISH  NOTION 

Actually,  that's  a dishonest  proposi- 
tion. but  It  Is  also  something  else  -It's 
foolish.  It  stems  from  the  mistaken 
Idea  that  money  fn  lUelf  Is  something 
of  basic  value,  instead  of  being  merely 
the  medium  of  payment  for  tervlcea 
rendered  or  goods  produced. 

And  this  falsity  can't  go  on  tndsfl- 
nltsly  without  a crlppUng  effect  qn 
everyone,  reluctant  laborers  Included. 

One  Joker  about  this  pernicious 
notion  Is  that  workman  sets  himself, 
unwittingly,  against  workman  Count- 
less Jobe  are  done  by  artisans  every 
week  In  every  community  for  people  in 
the  same  social  and  financial  bracket 
as  themselves.  The  bills  for  their  labor 
are  paid  directly  by  persons  who  sOso 
labor  but  at  a different  craft.  Even  In 
realms  where  It  is  thought  the  charge 
U met  by  so-called  "big  buslnees"  the 
result  Is  the  lame— the  ordinary  man 
foots  the  eoet.  Indirectly  perbap*  but 
DO  leas  certainly  In  the  long  run. 

Many'  factors  enter  Into  the  eco-

New  YORK  -To  the  average  Am- 
erican trying  to  see  the  present 
conflict  In  China  through  a fog  of 
oontradlctory  propaganda,  the  ideas  of 
Dr.  Luther  Oullck  come  like  a bright 
llghL  Oullck  has  prepared  a report 
on  China  for  the  National  Planning 
Association  whleh  is  based  on  broad 
cxperlenoe  and  first-hand  know4edg«. 

Oullck’s  distinguished  father,  Sidney 
Oullck.  was  long  a resident  of  the  Far 
Bast,  and  his  books,  which  appeared 
some  years  ago.  were  sympathetic  and 
Informative  portrayals  of  oondlUons 
and  problems  In  that  part  of  the  world. 
Luther  Oullck  has  followed  develop- 
ments there  with  keen  interesi,  and  his 
Ideas  deserve  consideration  by  a State 
Department  whleh  since  the  end  of  the 
war  has  seemed  to  be  blindly  fumbling 
for  a Chinese  policy. 

Two  opposing  views  seem  to  monopo- 
lize public  attentloB^  discussions  and 
in  the  press  One  Is  that  the  Chinese 
Communists  are  in  every  sense  Ideo- 
logical brothers  of  the  msn  In  th* 
Kremlin  and  that  a Communist  vic- 
tory will  limply  mean  an  extension  of 
Soviet  dominion  over  a large  part  of 
the  Far  Eastern  world.  The>jther  view 
li  that  the  Chinese  C-onunimlsts  are. 
as  Stalin  said  to  Donald  Nelson,  like 
radishes -red  on  th*  surface,  white 
underneath— and  that  rebels  are  tUg- 
Ing  not  a Communist  coup  but  a 
people's  revolution.  This  view  also 
holds  that  success  Of  the  CommimUts 
in  China  Is  of  no  more  concern  to  us 
than  a victory  anywhere  of  a people's 
party  over  tyranny  and  reaction. 
Oullck's  views  are  somewhere  be- 


tween these  extremes  He  points  out 
that  the  Kuomlnlang  with  Chlang 
Kai-Shek  as  leader  has  never  duml- 
nated  all  of  China,  iliat  It  is  hot  a real 
government  and  that  it  has  never  been 
free  of  Commuiilat  influence.  On  the 
other  hand,  he  puUits  out  that  the  so- 
called  Communists  are  only  partially 
Russian-dominated  and  are  a collec- 
tion of  real  Communists,  of  anti- 
Chlang  war  lords  of  no  Ideolutrlcal 
•tripe,  ef  land  reformers  and  of  genu- 
inely desperate  and  confused  people 

American  policy,  according  to  Oullck. 
should  be  based  on  the  principle  of 
never  oloeing  the  door  to  China,  even 
If  the  CommunUla  prevail.  They,  loo. 
wUl  be  racked  by  the  Internal  problems 
that  overwhelmed  Chlang. 

Bpeclficaily.  Oullck  suggests: 

1.  Discontinue  the  shipment  of  arms 
to  Chins 

3.  Take^tio  military  part  in  Uie  war. 

5 Help  to  restore  InternaUonal  trade 
and  communications  vrltb  all  the  fae- 
Uons  of  China 

4 Olve  civilian  assisianc*  to  help 
tht  Chinese  to  relieve  suffering  and 
disorder. 

6 Bring  qualified  Chinese  students 
and  others  to  \he  Vnited  States  to 
acquire  technical  and  cultural  skill* 
for  their  native  land. 

7 Work  with  the  new  government  to 
open  the  door  through  which  American 
capital  and  business  can  operate  In 
China. 

8 Extend  news  coverage  and  general 
tnformmUonai  acUvitiei  in  China. 

The  eohqueit  of  Chlang  seems  to  be 
an  accomplished  fact  It  remains  for 
us  to  make  the  best  of  that  reality.

This  ruling,  mad*  by  a county  aourt 
r^strar.  saved  a London  motorist  a 
fine  of  roughly  81.50  after  he  was 
hauled  Into  court  on  a Metropolitan 
Board  charge  that  he  had  used  water, 
albeit  dirty,  supplied  at  flomsetlc  rates, - 
to  wash  his  car.  The  board  sued  to 
collect  an  extra  bill  on  the  grounds 
that  the  owner  a*as  a commercial  user 
of  water.  The  understanding  Jurist  In 
charge  of  the  court  dismissed  the  suit, 
saying  the  bath  water  would  have 
gone  down  the  drain  anyway. 

This  common-sense  ruling  may 
never  become  famous  In  the  reference 
books  on  law.  but  the  case  Itself  proves 
that  th*  Englishman  of  today  has  to 
step  warily  through  life  to  avoid  the 


skein  of  bureaucratic  refulatloae  that 
threauns  to  trip  him  ngtnenteuily  as 
be  tiptoes  down  the  straight  and 
narrow  path  of  regimentation.
